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DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Any rejection or objection not reiterated in this Action is withdrawn. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 11 and 12 remain rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent Nos. 
5,705,337, 6,001,577, 5,998,142, 5,962,219, 5,763,595, 5,763,177 and 6,482,594 for 
the reasons of record set forth in the office action mailed June 29, 2005. The examiner 
notes applicant's willingness to file a terminal disclaimer upon indication of allowable 
subject matter, but until such time it is proper to maintain the rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. This is a new matter rejection.

Claim 1 1 has been amended to recite that when the target molecule is a protein it 
is not a nucleic acid binding protein and the nucleic acid ligand is not a nucleic acid 
having the known physiological function of binding the protein. Applicants point to page 
23 of the specification as providing support for these amendments. This page of the 
specification does provide support for embodiments wherein the target molecule is a 
protein that is not a nucleic acid binding protein, but no support could be found at this 
page or elsewhere in the specification for the second part of the amendment, which 
defines the nucleic acid ligand as not being a nucleic acid having the known 
physiological function of binding the protein.
